Pueblo, Colo^ Oct. 23 {.?/—Byron 


Wl Vannest sought help from friends 
today in his attempt to reopen a 
limestone cavern to check whether 
2 body buried there is that of his 
17-year-old son Kenneth. 


Vannest, after probing south of 


the cavern four hours yesterday, 
said, 'T don't know whether we will 
be able to reach the body without 
blasting or not."
